ment in 1919 to the presept day. 


There have been two very in- 
teresting lines of progress.in its 
growth. One is the gradual de- 
velopment by building construc- 
tion, instalation of equipment, 
and various donations of needed 
facilities. The other is the ever 
increasing efficiency of the in- 
dividual case treatment ag re- 
vealed in the annual reports to 
the county supervisors by the 
Medical Directors, Dr. Melvin 
and Dr. Winn. 

In 1918 a thirty acre tract was 
purchased as a site for hospital, 
at a cost of - $7,000. The two 
story ranch house on the land 
was used as an administration 
building, and the infirmary now 
‘known as Wayside and the cot- 
tage for ambulant patients now 
called Melvin, were- erected be- 


fore the institution was opened ° 


in June, 1919. 

A home for nurses was built, 
and the Rest Haven infirmary, a 
kitchen, septic tank, ice plant, 
and water system were added. 
These early buildings were 
cheaply built and early proved 
unsuitable for the highly rated, 
PperManent institution the 
Springville Sanatorium promised 
to become.

Domestic Rabbits 
Are Profitable 


Grow domestic rabbits to pro- 
duce meat with a minimum of 
grain, advises W. F. Rooney, 
Assistant Farm Advisor. Rabbits 
will make use of the vegetable 
tops, cull carrots, lettuce, cab- 
bage and other things from the 
garden. 

Domestic r&bbits, like chick- 
ens are good any and all times 
of the year. Feeding out the 
young rabbits to produce prime 
to choice grades at four to four 
and a half pounds is suggested. 

If you have surplus meat from 
your rabbitry, you can freeze 
and hold for later use or you 
can sell the surplus production. 

‘ Chill freshly killed rabbits 
thoroughly in cold water for 15- 
to 20 minutes and clean before 
freezing. Use the meat in five 
or six months while at its best. 

Remember, too, all skins have 
a market. Take off the fat, dry 
the skin away from flies, and 
move to market fairly fast.

Spray Effective 
In Cotton Fields 


Cotton farmers in Tulare coun- 
ty will be interested in knowing 
that emergency spraying for 
weed control shows definite pro- 
mise for cotton fields. 

As described by Assistant 
Farm Advisor Ralph L. Worrell, 
this method of weed control in- 
volves spraying the field with 
weed oil preparations after the 
cotton is planted and just be- 
fore the seedlings emerge from 
the soil. This method was tried 
this spring on the Mahan ranch, 
west of Tulare, with good results. 

In order to get as many weed 
seeds sprouted as possible, the 
cotton field should be prepared 
several weeks in advance of 

. planting time. The cotton seed 
can then be drilled through what 
ever young weeds have sprouted. 
The longer in advance of seeding 
thatthe field is prepared, the 
more weeds that will be killed 
by the spraying. 

Pre-emergence weed control 
spraying has been used with 
sucess in California with flax 
and sugar beets, and - cotton 
farmers may also wish to give 
consideration to this method of 
weed control in the future.

Carried By Officer In War Operations 


‘Back in the hectic days of 
1942, when it looked as if the 
Japs had a better than 60-50 
chance of reaching the west 
coast of the United States, C. R. 
Williams; Porterville: jeweler 
who then resided in Tilinois, 
loaned a .25 calibre Colt Auto- 
matic pistol to the armed forces 
of the United ‘States. 

This week, the pistol is being 
returned to Mr. Williams by 
Rear Admiral -F. J. Lowry, U. 
S.N., present commander of the 
Mare Island-Vallejo Area, San 
Francisco Naval. base, who car- 
ried. the weapon throughout the 
war in a number 6f major opera- 
tions, and who travelled@in the 


course of the war, Some 50,000. 


miles, mostly by. air, with the 
weapon on his person. 

In a letter received recently 
by Mr. Williams from Admiral 
Lowry, the following history of 
the weapon is told: 

“The 25 talibre Colt automa- 
tic No. 397851:-was issued to 
Captain Lowry at the Great 
Lakes Training Station in De- 
cember, 1942, from among the 

guns and pistols loaned~to the 
Navy by patriotic citrizens. In 
due course, Mr. Williams was 
notified that his automatic was 
in the custody of Captain Lowry, 
then. commanding officer at 
Great Lakes, 


“In February, 1943, Captain 
Lowry became Rear Admiral 
Lowry and was ordered to Mo- 
rocco, North Africa as command- 
er of the Moroccaii Sea Frontier 
with headquarters at Casablan- 
ca. He carried the pistol with 
him, . 


“In August, 1943, -Admiral 
Lowry was ordered to command 
the “Landing Craft and Bases’ 
of the 8th Amphibious Force in 
the Mediterranean sea with 
headquarters at Bizerte, Tunisia 
and later he took command 4t 
Salerno, Italy during the landing 
of the 5th Army. The pistol was 
still in his custody. 

“In September, 1943, Admiral 
Lowry was given additional] com- 
mand of the 8sth Amphibious 
Forces of the 8th Fleet ‘with 
headquarters at Bizarte, but sub 
bases were organized and oper- 
ated at Salerno and Naples in 
Italy and at Palermo, Sicily. Op- 
erating headquarters were in the 
U.S.S. Biscayne and later in the 
U.S.C:G. Duane, with travel: be- 
tween bases continuous. 

In January, 1944, Admiral 
Lowry-had the overall command 
of. the Allied Naval Forces. at 
the landing at  Ansoter line. 


“The automatic was. moving to- 
ward Germany. 
- “In August, 1944, the automa- 
tic was again present at the 
landings in Southérn France, 
specifically at Cavalier Beach 
just east of Toulon. When the 
Mediterranean was cleared of 
all enemy forces and after clos- 
ing out all naval bases required 
by the Amphibious Force, Ad- 
miral Lowry left the. area to. 
the United StateS in June, 1945. 
“By August, the automatic 
‘was in San Diego; where Admir- 
al Lowry organized the. staif 
for the 6th Amphibious. Grou;

Tulare county’s board of sup- 
ervisors this week went to work 
on an $8,264,496 budget for the 
coming year, with this amount 
representing a compilation of de- 
partmental budget requests pre- 
pared by County Auditor A. H.

With federal and state subsid- 
ies of nearly $3,000,000 deduct- 
ed from the overall total, a net 
of $5,276,512.15 is asked by 
various county departments, a 
figure that is $1,226,102 more 
than last year’s comparable fig- 
ure. Eliminated from the budget 
is $600,000 in road district tax- 
es which, under the new county

Fly control in dairy barns will 
be the subject of an Agricultural 
Extension service demonstration 
to be held next Tuesday, June 22 
1:30 P. M., at the De Paoli 
Brothers dairy two miles west 
of Porterville on Olive street.

Farm Cost Items 
Discussed By 
W. E. Gilfillan 


What are the prospects for 
some of the farmers’ major cost 
items? 

Farm Advisor William EB. Gil- 
fillan says the principal items 
of the farmers’ costs are farm 
labor, farm machinery, feed, fer- 
tilizer, farm building materials. 

Farm labor shows improve- 
ment in supply over last year. 
Wage rates probably will con- 
tinue near last year’s level. 

Farm machinery output will 
probably exceed last year’s rec- 
ord. New plants are coming into 
production and old plants are 
producing at record levels. Even 
with exports, farmers expect to 
get more new machinery than in 
1947. 

Feed is short in California be- 
cause of the drought and grains 
are still short nationally. Under 
present. price relationships, it 
will pay livestock farmers to 
substitute high protein feeds for 
feed grains whenever possible. 
This situation is likely to con- 
tinue until the new crop feed 
grains is available. The supply 
of feed grains on hand January 
1 was about 25 per cent lower 
than a year earlier, Total num- 
ber of livestock to be produced 
between now and next fall is ex- 
pected to be only about ten per 
cent below a year ago. 
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Fertilizer prices are. higher — 
than a year ago, and expected to - 
remain higher than in 1947,;- 
when they averaged about 12 


per cent above 1946. ie

Barn Fly Spray 

To dairymen, warm weather 
means fly spraying time is here 
again. Based on tests conducted 
in Tulare county last summer, 
the Agricultural Extension ser- 
vice has some new recommenda- 
tions on the use. of DDT for fly 
contro] in dairy barns according 
to C. L. Pelissier, asdistant farm 
advisor. 

Until this year the Farm Ad- 
visor’s Office had recommended 
a .25 per cent to .5 per cent DDT 
suspension spray for fly control 
in dairy barns, Tests conducted 
last summer proved that heavier 
conceritrations are ,more effec- 
tive. .Nine barns were sprayed 
last June with DDT wettable 
powder sprays with concentra-

Grape growers should exercise 
great caution in using 2, 4-D for 
weed control in vineyards. Fred 
Jensen, assistant farm advisor 
says that grape vines are ex- 
tremely sensitive to 2, 4-D and 
damage can easily result from 
the use of this material. 

If 2, 4-D is used to control 
serious infestation of morning- 
glory the sodium or emmonium 
salt should be used since they 
are not votatile. To prevent drift 
of the spray the nozzles should 
be hooded or a course spray used: 
Only a sma!l- amount of spray 
should be applied since irrigation 
water may-carry the 2,4-D into 
the soil where the roots of the 
vine may pick it up.

Damage to the vine is caused 


by the drifting of the spray, - 


by action through the soil, or 
by inadvertently spraying some 
part of the:vine,

spray gave by far the most com- 
plete control. In fact, the barns 
sprayed with this strength re- 
quired only one spraying during 
the summer. 


With this high constration of 
DDT it is necessary to use small

- Costs within reason. This means 
that the barn surface must be 
wetted throughly but with as 
little run-off as possible. A stan- 
dard 30 cow barn and milk 
house should be sprayed with 
about 25 gallons of spray.
